This Practice is 
very Gothick, and far from being warranted by’ 
the Example of-any of the Romans, as appears. 
from all their Wrirers ; they were fo cautious in 
this Particular, that you never find them defraud 
you of fo much as one Syllable in any of the Gre- 
cian Names which occur fo frequently in all their 
Books.

Names, firit entered into the World, I have aot 
been able to difcover; but | find it did not become 
the univerfal “Practice of learned Men, sill the 
fifteenth Century. And from that Time it has 
continued very much in Vogue amongft Latin Au- 
thors even to this Day.
